WHEREAS, in 1966, Father Aheam transferred to St. David Parish in Chicago, where he served as 
assistant pastor for four years; and 

WHEREAS, over the next several years. Father Aheam worked in various capacities at St. Nicholas, 
Holy Rosary, All Saints, and Our Lady of Ransom; and 

WHEREAS, Father Don found his home at St. Juliana Parish in the Edison Park neighborhood of 
Chicago, where he served as pastor from August of 1975 through June of 1995; and 

WHEREAS, during that time. Father Don was a member of the Pastor Review Board and the School 
Board Advisory Committee and served as Assistant Vicar for Senior Priests; and 
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WHEREAS, from 1995 until his passing on January 1, 2017, Father Aheam was pastor emeritus at St. 
Juliana, where he will be remembered for his Irish wit and warmth.
